DR. ADAMS’ SERMON ON SABBATH EVENING. 
Reported for the Puritan Recorder. 

This imp ortant Society has just completed its first 
year’s operations; and the results as developed in 
its Aonual Report are highly encouraging. It is the 
plan of the Society, as a part of its Anniversary exer- 
cise, to have asermon from some eminent divine, 
The first in this series was delivered by the Rev. 
William Adams, D. D., in New York; and by re- 
quest it was repeated in Mt. Vernon Church of this 
city last Sabbath evening, to a crowded and delighted 
congregation. As sketches of the discourse have al 
ready been extensively circulated, and probably the 
whole will be soon given to the public through the 
press, we content ourselves with a very brief notice. 

‘The preacher selcted for his text, 2 Peter, 3: 8. 
‘The introduction was a striking illustration of the 
general idea that God administers his government 
¥s respects both individuals and nations, upon a com- 
prehensive plan ; and that plan embraces their whole 
existence ; «o that their entire history is needful to @ 
correct and full knowledge of the divine designs. 
‘This was presented in special application to the great 
Roman Esnpire. 

He then proceeded to his main object ; which was 
to exhibit the causes by which the Romish Church 
rose to such vast power and influrnce as an ecelesias- 





tical system. la doing this be went into a« learned 
and eloquent historical view of the transilion from 
Rome Imperial to Rome Ecclesiastical ; from Rome 
Pagan to Rome Papal

But formidable as is this system, it is destined, like 
the pomp and power of ancient Rome, to a terrible 
and final overthrow. The same voice of prophecy 
that announced the former, has given assurance of 
the latter, And providential eveuts indicate that the 
day of redemption is fast commg on. Now, then, is 
the ume for the church to arise in its strength, and as 
fast as possible, give the Bible and a pure Gospel to 
every portion of the great Papal community.

The power of 
the Bible to elevate man, he illustrated by reference 
to the Sandwich Islands, and read u lever recently re-! 
cently received by bin from a Prince of that people, 
acknowledging thankfully the receipt of a Bible pre- 
sented to him on his late visit to the United States, | 

‘The Rev. Mr. Hill, of Worcester, offered a reso-! 
lution to the effect that the influence of the Bible on 
the intellect and on letters and learning was a suffi- 
cient inducement fur the diffusion of the Word of 
God. 

This resolution was sustained by a reference tothe 
incidental benefits of the Bible. tts transtation into 
many languages had preserved thure languages from 
destruction. I'he Hebrew language existed ouly in the 
Bible. The effort to spread the Gospel into other 
lands had made us intin.ately aequaimted with thuse 
lands.
